Reports indicating such a condition were brought here today by refugees arriv­ 
ing on the United Fruit boat Marowigone from Central American ports. Most of 
these refugees had left Mexico before the Tampico incident.

Many Oppose Huerta 
In addition to 
the pacific influ­ 
ence the submission of the mediation 
plans probably exercised in Mexico 
City, there is a strong under current 
of opposition to the dictator in the 
capital, which, 
refugees 
arriving 
here declare, began to assert Itself 
before they left. 
There are hundreds of Mexicans 
in the capital who are still against 
Huerta.’ Of course their opposition is 
not shown openly but the existence of 
this anti-government 
faction 
has 
been indicated in many ways. 
The 
most recent was the secret distribu­ 
tion of a circular warning Mexicans 
against being drawn to H uerta’s sup­ 
port by the anti-American 
demon­ 
strations, and pointing out that 
the 
United States was warring on the dic­ 
tator and not upon the Mexican peo­ 
ple. 
This circular read: 
Shows Up Huerta 
“ Don’t let Huerta fol you. 
He is 
encouraging the mobs in hopes 
o 
bringing Mexicans under his banner 
He is trying to make them believe he 
is the fatherland and that the United 
States is fighting Mexico. 
Such is 
not the case. 
The United 'States is 
not fighting Mexico 
and Mexicans 
but Huerta. 
Huerta has seized our 
government and does not represent 
Mexico.” 
Tampico Asks Troops 
It was reported here that a dozen 
merchants of Tampico had sent a 
message to Rear Admiral 
Fletcher 
urging that he land troops at that 
port. 
With the rebels approaching 
the town it is feared that should they 
be victorious all stores and homes 
will be sacked.

Brazil, Argentina and Chile, which ended at 7 Satur­ 
day p.m., the administratiou agreed to accept “ any prop­ 
er plan of arbitration” which these governments can 
induce Mexico to agree to, whereby an honorable 
peaceful settlement of the matters iii dispute can be 
reached. 
The acceptance, however, is coupled with a state­ 
ment that some act of aggression on the part of those 
who control the military forces of Mexico might force 
this government to withdraw this acceptance and as­ 
sume the offensive. But in the meantime it is agreed 
that anything which the three South American repub­ 
lics are able to do will be co-operated in by this govern­ 
ment. 
President Wilson, following a long conference with 
Secretary Byran and afterward with the leaders of the 
foreign relations committee of congress, made public 
the following correspondence: 
“ Legation of the Argentine Republic, 
“ Washington, April 25, 1914. 
“ Mr. Secretary of State: 
“ With the purpose of subserving the interests 
of peace and civilization in our continent and with 
the earnest desire to prevent any 
further 
blood­ 
shed to the prejudice of the cordiality and union 
which have always surrounded the relations of the 
governments and peoples of America, 
we, 
the 
plenipotentiaries of Brazil, Argentine and Chile, 
duly authorized thereto, have the honor to tender 
to your excellency’s government our good offices 
for the peaceful and friendly settlement of the con­ 
flict between the United States and Mexico. 
“ This offer puts in due form the suggestions 
which we had the occasion to offer heretofore on 
the subject to the secretary, to whom wre renew the 
assurance of oui- highest and illest 
distinguished 
consideration, 
(Signed) 
“ D. DAGAMA. 
“ E. S. NAON, 
“EDO SUAREZ MUJICA ” 
To this message Wilson, through Secretary Bryan, 
sent the following reply: 
“ The government of the 
United 
deeply sensible of the friendliness, the 
ing, and the generous concern 
for the 
welfare of America manifested in the 
just received from your excellencies tendering the 
good offices of your government, to effect, if pos­ 
sible, a settlement of the present 
difficulties 
be­ 
tween the government of the United States and 
those who now claim to represent our sister repub­ 
lics in Mexico. Conscious of the purpose writh which 
the proffer is made, this government does not feel 
at liberty to decline it. Its own chief interest is in 
the peace of America, the cordial 
intercourse 
of 
her republics and her people, and the happiness 
and prosperity which can spring only out of frank, 
mutual understanding, and the friendship which is 
created by common purpose. 
“ The generous offer of your government is 
therefore accepted. 
“ This government hopes most earnestly that 
you may find those who speak for the several ele­ 
ments of the Mexican people willing and ready to 
discuss terms of satisfactory, and therefore perma­ 
nent settlement. If you should find them willing, 
this government will be glad to take up with you 
for discussion in the frankest and most concilia­ 
tory spirit any proposals that may be authorita­ 
tively formulated and will hope that they may 
prove feasible and prophetic of a new day of mu­ 
tual co-operation and confidence in America. 
“ This government feels bound in candor to say 
that its diplomatic relations with Mexico being for 
the present severed, it is not, possible for it to make 
sure of an uninterrupted opportunity to carry out 
the plan of intermediation which you propose*. It is, 
of course, possible that some aet of aggression on 
part of those who control the 
military 
forces of 
Mexico might oblige the United States to act to the 
upsetting of the hopes of immediate 
peace, 
but 
this, does not justify us in hesitating to accept your 
generous suggestion. We shall hope for the best re­ 
sult within a time brief enough to relieve our anx­ 
iety 
lest 
ill-considered hostile 
demonstrations 
should interrupt negotiations and disappoint our 
hopes of peace.” 
The (one of the president’s state­ 
ment accepting the offer cannot be 
regarded as hopeful. 
Rather it is 
the language of a man devoutly wish­ 
ing for that which he is convinced is 
impossible. 
But his ’’enthusiasm for 
peace” would not permit him to over­ 
look a single chance, however re­ 
m ote, to prevent the slaughter of 
a war which both com batants and 
the world in general regard as al­ 
ready launched.
